IN  GOD  WE  TRUST

The  Rev.  Mr.  Watkinson  was  trou¬ 
bled.  In  his  small  parish  at  Ridley- 
ville,  Pennsylvania,  he  brooded  over 
the  low  ebb  of  Union  fortunes  after 
Fort  Sumter  and  Bull  Run.  He  de¬ 
plored  the  godlessness  of  a  nation 
seven  months  in  civil  war. 

One  cheerless  November  day  in 
1861  hesatdown  attheantiquedesk 
in  his  rectory  and  wrote  a  letter  of 
singular  eloquence  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

“One  fact  touching  our  currency 
has  hitherto  been  seriously  over¬ 
looked,”  he  wrote.  “I  mean  the  re¬ 
cognition  of  the  Almighty  God  in 
some  form  in  our  coins.  What  if  our 
i  Republic  were  now  shattered  beyond 
reconstruction?  Would  not  the  anti¬ 
quaries  of  succeeding  centuries 
rightly  reason  from  our  past  that  we 
vy.e^.^  heathen  nation?” 

Proposing  ^^q^to  on  the  theme  of 


God,  Liberty,  Law,  he  concluded, 
“This  would  relieve  us  from  the  ig¬ 
nominy  of  heathenism.  This  would 
place  us  openly  under  the  Divine 
protection  we  have  personally 
claimed.  From  the  heart  I  have  felt 
our  national  shame  in  disowning 
God  as  not  the  least  of  our  present 
national  disasters.” 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was 
Salmon  P.  Chase,  one  of  Lincoln’s 
ablest  cabinet  members.  Later  he 
was  to  become  Chief.  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
and  it  was  in  his  honor  that  the 
Chase  National  Bank  of  the  City  of 
New  York  was  named  in  1877. 

The  Secretary,  deep  in  problems  of 
war  financing,  read  this  letter  from 
the  Rev.  M.R.  Watkinson  and 
promptly  recognized  the  merit  of  his 
plea.  Within  a  week  he  had  dis¬ 
patched  a  note  to  the  Director  of  the 
Mint  in  Philadelphia,  James  Pol¬ 
lock. 

“No  nation  can  be  strong  except  in 
the  strength  of  God,”  the  note  read, 
echoing  the  sentiments  of  the  clergy¬ 
man,  “or  safe  except  in  His  defense. 
The  trust  of  our  people  in  God  should 
be  declared  in  our  national  coins. 

“You  will  cause  a  device  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  without  unnecessary  delay 
with  a  motto  expressing  in  the  few- 
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est  and  tersest  words  possible  this 
national  recognition.” 

The  Director  of  the  Mint  acted 
quickly  on  the  Secretary’s  order. 
Before  the  year  was  out  a  bronze 
pattern  for  a  $10  gold  piece  with  the 
motto  God  Our  Trust  had  been 
submitted.  Shortly  thereafter.  God 
and  Our  Country  was  suggested. 
But  it  was  not  until  1864  that  In  God 
We  Trust  first  appeared  on  a  United 
States  coin,  a  two-cent  piece.  Salmon 
P.  Chase  himself  had  proposed  this 
inscription.  After  1864  it  appeared 
on  many  of  our  coins  but  only  since 
1938,  with  the  issuance  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  five-cent  piece,  have  all  coins 
minted  by  the  government  borne 
this  simple  affirmation  of  a  nation’s 
faith,  In  God  We  Trust. 

PAPER  MONEY 

Ninety-three  years  later,  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1957,  one  dollar  Silver  Certifi¬ 
cates  hearing  the  motto,  In  God  We 
Trust,  were  placed  in  circulation. 

The  suggestion  to  include  In  God 
We  Trust  on  our  currency  was  pres¬ 
ented  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury,  George  W.  Humphrey,  in  Nov¬ 
ember  1953  by  Matthew  H.  Rothert 
of  Camden,  Arkansas.  Rothert’s 
idea  came  to  him  a  few  months  ear¬ 
lier  while  attending  church  one 
Sunday  morning  in  Chicago.  As  the 
collection  plate  was  being  passed,  it 
occurred  to  him  that  only  the  coins 
in  the  plate  had  this  motto.  He  then 
thought  that  since  our  paper  money 
has  a  much  wider  circulation  abroad 
than  our  coins,  a  message  about  this 
country’s  faith  in  God  could  be  eas¬ 
ily  carried  throughout  the  world  if  it 
were  on  United  States  currency. 

Secretary  Humphrey  favored  the 


idea  but  felt  that  Congressional 
sanction  was  desirable.  In  March 
1955,  through  Rothert’s  efforts,  bills 
to  this  effect  were  introduced  into 
the  Senate  by  Senator  Fulbright  of 
Arkansas  and  into  the  House  of 
Representatives  by  Congressmen 
Bennett  of  Florida  and  Harris  of 
Arkansas.  The  bill  which  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  President  Eisenhower  on 
July  11,  1955  specified  “.  .  .  that  at 
such  time  as  new  dies  for  the  print¬ 
ing  of  currency  are  adopted  .  .  .  by 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Print¬ 
ing,  the  dies  shall  bear  .  .  .  the  in¬ 
scription  In  God  We  Trust,  and 
thereafter  this  inscription  shall  ap¬ 
pear  on  all  United  States  currency 
and  coins.”  The  new  dies  and  ma¬ 
chinery  for  the  printing  of  paper 
money  were  not  adopted  by  the 
Bureau  until  1957.  While  the  one  dol¬ 
lar  certificates  are  the  first  notes 
officially  to  bear  this  inscription,  it 
will  appear  eventually  on  all  our 
currency. 

Harris-Fowler  Rites 

Funeral  services  for  Dolly-Maude 
Harris-Fowler,  82,  were  held  Febru¬ 
ary  5  in  Manor,  Texas.  Mrs.  Fowler 
was  a  native  of  Austin. 

Mrs.  Fowler  was  active  in  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association  dur¬ 
ing  the  formative  years  and  served 
as  the  first  historian.  She  was  Char¬ 
ter  Member  #64. 

Active  in  civic  and  professional 
organizations,  Mrs.  Fowler  also  op¬ 
erated  University  Florist  until  her 
retirement. 

Survivors  are  her  husband,  Robert 
M.  Fowler;  sister,  Mrs.  Paul  Pfeifer, 
Austin;  and  a  brother,  Bascom  Giles 
of  Florida. 
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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

HENRY  THE  THIRD  &  FOURTH 
&  THE  WAR  OF  THE  THREE  HENRYS 


Sounds  confus-  . 
ing,  doesn’t  it? 

Well,  let’s  see  if  we 
can  solve  the  my¬ 
stery. 

We  start  the  sto¬ 
ry  with  our  hero 
(?),  Henry,  who 
was  born  in  Pau, 

France,  in  1553. 

He  was  the  son  of 
Anthony  of  Bourbon,  Duke  of  Ven- 
dome,  and  Jeanne  d’Albret,  Queen 
of  Navarre.  He  was  raised  as  a  Cal¬ 
vinist,  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Huguannot  army  at  age  15.  And, 
when  the  French  Huguannot  chief 
(Louis  I  de  Bourbon,  Prince  de 
Conde)  died  in  1569,  Henry  became 
the  leader. 

Henry’s  father  died  in  1562.  When 
his  mother,  the  Queen,  died  in  1572, 
he  became  the  King  of  Navarre  as 
Henry  III. 

The  same  year,  he  married  Mar¬ 
garet  of  Valois,  the  sister  of  Charles 
IX  of  France,  with  both  the  Protest¬ 
ants  and  Roman  Catholics  object¬ 
ing.  The  St.  Bartholomew’s  Day 
Massacre  took  place  within  a  week, 
and  to  save  his  life,  he  converted  to 
Catholicism. 

For  about  four  years,  he  was  a  vir¬ 
tual  prisoner  living  at  the  French 
court.  He  finally  escaped  in  1576,  re¬ 
joined  the  Protestants  in  Gascony, 
where  he  repudiated  his  conversion. 


and  resumed  command  of  the  Hu¬ 
guannot  army. 

When  Francois,  Due  d’Alencon, 
died  in  1584,  Henry  became  the  heir 
presumtive  to  the  French  throne. 
The  Catholics  renewed  their  protest 
against  Henry  of  Navarre  becoming 
the  royal  heir,  so  Henry  III  of  France 
proclaimed  Henry  of  Navarre  inelig¬ 
ible  to  succeed  to  the  throne. 

The  dispute  led  to  the  outbreak  of 
the  War  of  the  Three  Henrys.  The 
reason  for  calling  it  by  that  name 
was  because  it  involved  the  French 
Catholic  chief  -  Henri  I  de  Lorraine, 
Due  de  Guise;  Henry  III  of  France, 
and  Henry  III  of  Navarre. 

The  war  ended  in  1587  with  a  Pro¬ 
testant  Victory.  During  1588,  both 
Henri  de  Guise,  and  his  brother, 
French  Cardinal  Louis  II  de  Lor¬ 
raine,  were  murdered  by  the  royal 
guard.  Henry  III  of  France  and 
Henry  III  of  Navarre  arranged  an 
understanding  to  be  joint  leaders  of 
the  Huguannot  army,  which  laid 
siege  to  Paris. 

In  1589,  French  King  Henry  III 
was  assassinated,  and  Henry  III  of 
Navarro  succeeded  to  the  throne  as 
Henry  IV  of  France.  His  right  to  the 
throne,  however,  was  contested  by 
the  Catholics.  Henry  went  to  war 
and  won  victories  in  1589  and  1590, 
but  Spain  intervened  on  the  side  of 
the  Catholics  and  defeated  Henry's 
plans.  So  -  Henry  again  professed

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NUMISMATISTS  GATHER  IN  TEXAS 
FOR  “FIESTA  IN  SAN  ANTONIO” 

...  as  reported  by  Mike  Greenspan 


Well,  it’s  come  and  gone,  kind  of 
like  a  hurricane  through  a  collection 
of  old  currency.  I’m  talking  about 
the  ANA  MIDWINTER  convention, 
the  biggest  numismatic  event  ever  to 
hit  San  Antonio.  We  planned  so  long 
and  it  was  over  before  we  knew  it. 
For  those  of  you  who  couldn’t  make 
it,  I’ll  recap  some  of  the  highlights. 

On  Monday  evening,  February  18, 
the  local  committee  chairmen  and 
the  ANA  staff  and  governors  had  an 
orientation  runthrough  of  opening 
ceremonies.  We  managed  to  get  in  a 
long  riverboat  ride,  the  weather  was 
beautiful,  but  it  wasn’t  to  hold 
throughout  the  convention. 

Tuesday  was  a  set-up  day,  but 
Wednesday  the  activity  started  pick¬ 
ing  up.  There  was  an  ANA  board 
meeting  which  was  open  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  and  the  Heritage  auction  lot  view¬ 
ing  began  as  did  registration.  Wed¬ 
nesday  night  was  spent  setting  up 
exhibits  and,  later,  at  a  private  party 
at  the  Marriott  where  I  was  able  to 
meet  many  of  the  people  I’ve  been 
dealing  with  by  phone  for  years. 

The  opening  ceremonies  on 
Thursday  were  almost  a  disaster. 
The  ride  from  the  Marriott  to  the 
Convention  Center  via  riverboat 
was  short  -  but  it  was  mighty  wet.  We 
caught  one  of  the  rainy  days  and 
11:30  a.m.  was  the  time  it  picked  to 
rain.  We  were  wet,  but  generally  in 


good  spirits  and  there  were  quite  a 
few  people  waiting  to  greet  the  mar- 
iachi  band,  ANA  officials,  Council- 
woman  Helen  Duttmer  (standing  in 
for  Mayor  Henry  Cisneros)  and  the 
local  committee  chairmen.  The 
bourse  floor  filled  quickly  and  the 
dealers  got  very  busy.  The  first  of  the 
walking  tours  got  underway,  this 
one  to  the  Institute  of  Texan  Cul¬ 
tures. 

On  Thursday  night,  there  was  a 
joint  meeting  of  Gateway  and 
Alamo  Coin  Clubs  with  Walter 
Breen  as  guest  speaker.  Walter  is  one 
of  the  foremost  numismatic  re¬ 
searchers  of  our  tinre  and  he  pro¬ 
vided  a  very  entertaining  hour  with 
his  knowledge,  opinions  and  wit. 
Walter  had  to  compete  with  the  first 
session  of  the  Heritage  auction  and 
it  was  difficult  to  make  a  decision 
which  event  to  attend.  I  didn’t  want 
to  make  that  decision  so  I  managed 
to  run  back  and  forth  a  few  times  so  I 
heard  most  of  Walter’s  talk  and  also 
participated  in  the  auction  of  the  lots 
I  was  interested  in. 

The  bourse  was  even  busier  on 
Friday  and  the  Numismatic  The¬ 
atres  began.  The  spouse’s  luncheon 
at  Los  Patios  had  a  full  house  and 
the  walking  tour  to  the  Alamo  was  a 
success.

himself  a  Catholic  in  1593.  The  dec¬ 
laration  of  conversion  caused  the 
major  cities  of  the  kingdom  to  sur¬ 
render,  with  Paris  capitulating  in 
1594.  The  war  continued  until  1596, 
however,  when  Spain  and  France 
concluded  a  peace  in  1598. 

Henry’s  first  marriage  to  Marga¬ 
ret  of  Valois  had  been  annulled  by 
the  Pope  in  1599.  So,  in  1600,  the 
king  married  the  Italian  noblewo¬ 
man,  Marie  de  Medici.  The  rest  of  his 
reign  was  devoted  to  recovery  from 
the  civil  war.  Henry  was  a  popular 
ruler,  and  encouraged  agriculture, 
commerce  and  industry,  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  new  prosperity  for  all 
classes.  Under  his  leadership,  the 
financial  system  of  France  became 
more  stable. 

As  Henry  prepared  to  make  war 
on  the  Hapsburg  rulers  of  Spain  and 
Austria,  he  was  assassinated  by  a 
religious  fanatic,  Francois  Revail- 
lac,  in  1610.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Louis  XIII. 

My  coin  is  a  copper  Double  Tour- 
nois.  It  is  listed  as  Eklund  #16. 
Eklund  states  in  bis  book  that  cop¬ 
per  Denier  Tournois  were  also 
struck. 

The  obverse  side  shows  the  bust  of 
Henry  facing  right.  The  lettering 
reads:  “HENRI  IIII.R.DE.FRAN.- 
ET.NAV’’  (“Henry  IIII,  King  of 
France  and  Navarre”).  The  reverse 
has  three  fleur-de-lis  in  the  field 
within  a  circle.  The  lettering  is: 
“DOVBLE  TOVRNOIS,”  which  is 
the  denomination. 

The  coin  has  only  a  partial  date, 
which  is  between  the  letters  “S”  and 
“D”  on  the  reverse.  The  first  two 
numbers  “16”  are  barely  distin¬ 


guishable.  My  guess  is  that  the  coin 
was  struck  between  1600  and  1610. 1 
have  no  idea  as  to  its  value.  Al¬ 
though  the  last  two  digits  in  the  date 
cannot  be  seen,  the  rest  of  the  coin  is 
in  Very  Good  condition.  My  records 
show  the  coin  was  purchased  in 
1964.

We  did  not  attend  all  of  the 
convention  but  that  which  we  did 
was  not  nearly,  in  my  opinion,  up  to 
the  ANA  standards.  It  seemed  to  be 
poorly  attended;  there  seeming  to  be 
as  many  dealers  as  there  were  vis¬ 
itors  in  attendance.  The  convention 
registration  medal/badge  is  of  the 
poorest  quality  I  have  seen.  It  is  of 
uniface  design  and  in  low  relief 
which  renders  it  most  unattractive. 
Those  collectors  who  did  attend 
seemed  to  be  happy  in  the  pursuit  of 
items  which  are  at  a  fraction  of  the 
prices  found  some  years  ago.  The 
collector  is  still  king. 

The  TNA  convention  is  just 
around  the  corner.  Whileatthe  ANA 
MIDWINTER,  I  was  appointed 
head  judge  of  the  forthcoming  TNA 
convention.  Now  for  the  hard  part. 
We  will  need  two  most  important 
things  for  this  convention  -  exhibits 
and  judges.  1  saw  several  nice  exhib¬ 
its  which  I  think  would  make  great 


exhibits  at  TNA.  I  do  not  know  who 
made  them  up  but  they  would  not  be 
exempted  from  El  Paso.  Now  for  the 
most  difficult  part  -  judges.  We  will 
need  at  least  a  dozen  good  judges.  A 
judge  does  not  have  to  be  an  ANA 
accredited  judge  but  he  should  come 
with  a  recommendation  from  his 
local  governor.

BURIED  TREASURE 

After  more  than  a  century,  search¬ 
ers  still  look  for  $30,000  in  silver 
supposedly  buried  near  Center 
Point,  Kerr  County,  Texas. 

The  cache  of  silver  was  hidden  in 
the  area  in  1847  by  a  wealthy  San 
Antonio  merchant,  Antonio  Lopez, 
supposedly.  He  was  traveling  to 
Santa  Fe,  N.M.  when  his  party  was 
attacked  at  a  place  called  Elm  Pass. 

Only  two  of  the  Lopez  group  es¬ 
caped  death.  They  decided  to  bury 
the  heavy  silver  to  speed  their  exit, 


planning  to  return  for  it  later. 

Apparently  they  never  returned 
and  the  silver  has  never  been  found. 

CURRENCY  CLIPS 

More  than  300  private  banks  is¬ 
sued  banknotes  with  littje  govern¬ 
ment  control  before  1862.  Many  were 
worthy  but  some  put  their  offices  out 
in  the  remote  mountains  -  in  wildcat 
country  -  to  avoid  redemption  of 
their  notes.  Wildcat  banks  were  first. 
Long  before  wildcat  oil  wells.

6.  TNA  will  not  enter  into  controversy  between 
seller  and  buyer  unless  referred  to  the  Governing 
Board  where  both  parties  are  assured  a  fair 
hearing.
